The following pages represent painstaking 
efforts, yet efforts of love by Miss Ruth Marie 
Schmitt, a graduate of St. Teresa’s College, this 
city, who until a few weeks ago was a member 
of Our Lady of Sorrows parish, to recall in her 
own clever style the story of Our Lady ol Sor- 
rows parish. Others assisted her by furnishing 
items of interest out of the early and later days 
of our parish life. Thanks a million times to 
these unselfish fellow-workers and to Miss 
Schmitt! 



In her latest novel, Late Harvest, Olive B. 
White gives an unbiased picture of the struggle 
between Church and State during Queen Eliza- 
beth’s reign.

FROM THE MATERIAL TO THE MYSTIC 

On October 8, Kansas City had the rare 
privilege of entertaining one of Americas loic- 
irmst, Catholic poets, Sister Madeleva, president 
of Saint Mary’s College, Notre Dame, Indiana. 
Sister discussed Jacques Maritian’s scholarly es- 
say, “The Frontiers of Poetry,” and read her 

poems. 

Her coming to Kansas City brings us in 
contact not only with a progressive thinker, 
but also with a true religious. Of the many 
gifted writers, both in secular and religious 
fields, it is a matter of general critical ac- 
knowledgement that none possesses a higher 
distinction nor a lovelier singing note than this 
humble nun. In her work she adheres consis- 
tently to the true Catholic poetic tradition, writ- 
ing with it a vigorous individual genius. 

She seems to run the scale of human emo- 
tions and divine inspiration for no incident is 
too insignificant to merit recognition from Sister 
Madeleva’s pen. From her sublime poem, “Of 
Wounds”, which reads like a canticle of the 
Church, to the poem “I Enter Oxford,” she had 
touched the entire range of the mystic and the 
material.
